Another farmer will le'l yon he can 
malsu more money raising iiorscs than 
nny oilier stock. This is the way he 
docs it. He euu tell you the blood of 
every animal he has on tlie farm. His 
brood mares aro so well bred that he 
will have :i good icolt frora each. Hu 
has no use fur pf>or sires; the horse be 
breeds to must show a clear pedigruo 
and no blemish ihatcanbolransmltted 
He cares well for the mares; works 
thoin reosonalily, niid when the i-olls 
come they are tattglil to lead when only 
a few days old, and iiandieii often u:u\ 
taught not lo bo afraid of those wiio 
care for them- They aro taught to eat 
as soon ns possible, and when i-cadj-'te 
wean ni'e fed belter, and gradually 
taken from their mollier. so lli.it by tlii; 
change from milk to grain, gra-s and 
hay, tliey will not be badly alleeted 
They are fed pai licnlarlv well the liiil 
winter ami li:',ndled often iiiilil old 
ciioiigli lo work, and then a iitlle care- 
ful training iioikes llieiii good reliable 
lioiscs, worili two or three of tbe first 
described and cost, if any difference, 
less feed and time; not so iiiiich, if you 
consider accidental d?atlis and oilier 
bad resiills in bi-eeding. The first kind 
of liorse-raising will pay nevei-, the last 
kind will pay every lime. Tho same 
rule will work, in llio same way, wllb 
all other kinds of fttrtu slock. — IfcifcrM 
Jgrkuiturut.
